The  Dorchester  Employment  and  Relief  Society  has  been  able  to 
assist  many  needy  families  during  the  past  year. 

In  several  instances  where  much  help  was  needed  it  has  been 
able  to  co-operate  with  churches  and  other  agencies  to  supply  the 
wants  of  the  unfortunate. 

One  family  which  has  required  much  assistance  was  that  of  a 
painter  who  had  become  disabled  from  a  nervous  disease,  the  wife  and 
mother  was  very  ill  waiting  for  a  vacancy  in  the  surgical  ward  of  the 
hospital.  Several  children  were  provided  for  at  the  Children’s 
Mission.  Coal  and  medicine  were  supplied  and  a  special  sum  raised 
to  pay  rent,  to  tide  over  the  time  until  both  parents  were  admitted  to 
hospitals  suitable  for  their  conditions.  We  are  now  glad  to  state  this 
family  is  self-supporting. 

A  paralyzed  mother  with  eight  children,  has  received  aid  in 
medicine  and  fuel,  to  help  out  the  small  earnings  of  two  of  the  children. 
A  woman  has  been  paid  for  washing  and  scrubbing  work  which  the 
younger  children  were  unable  to  do;  by  this  means  the  home  has  been 
kept. 

An  elderly  woman  with  cateracts  on  both  eyes,  and  a  heart 
trouble,  is  trying  to  make  a  home  for  herself  and  grandson,  a  boy  of 
eighteen  who,  in  spite  of  a  tuberculosis  knee  is  earning  five  dollars  a 
week.  The  Society  gave  one  quart  of  milk  daily  during  the  year, 
one  dollar  in  cash  per  week  during  the  intermission  of  sewing  from  a 
church  society.  A  loan  of  seven  dollars  for  a  stove  was  much  appre¬ 
ciated  and  this  grandmother  has  taken  much  pride  in  making  the  last 
payment  on  this  loan. 

The  Society  has  co-operated  with  a  church  in  helping  the  family 
of  a  drunkard  off  the  Overseers’  list.  The  man  is  at  Foxboro  Hospital; 
the  mother,  not  a  strong  woman,  doing  her  best  to  care  for  the  four 
children,  so  that  on  the  return  of  the  father  he  might  make  a  new 
start  with  no  pauper  stigma. 
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one  daughter,  a  girl  of  twelve  years.  Sufficient  means  were  supplied 
by  relations  and  friends  to  pay  rent  and  furnish  some  necessities,  making 
it  impossible  to  persuade  her  to  go  to  a  hospital  for  consumptives — 
being  too  late  for  Rutland.  Fuel  was  given  and  a  nurse  secured  for 
the  last  few  weeks  of  the  woman’s  life,  giving  great  comfort. 

There  are  many  other  cases  equally  deserving  which  have  been 
in  our  care.  The  usual  annual  appeal  for  clothing,  especislly  for 
children’s  clothing,  is  as  urgent  as  in  former  years.  If  notice  is  sent 
to  the  Secretary,  packages  will  be  called  for,  as  usual.

On  November  8,  1904  the  Society  was  incorporated  under  the  name  of  the 
Dorchester  Relief  Society.  Special  provision  was  made  in  the  By-Laws  for  the 
security  of  the  Permanent  Funds  of  the  Society,  a  body  of  three  trustees  being 
created  to  hold  them.  An  appeal  has  been  sent  out  for  donations  to  these  funds 
to  which  response  has  already  been  received  and  it  is  earnestly  hoped  that  all  old 
residents  of  Dorchester  will  be  interested  to  make  provision  for  the  future  welfare 
of  the  old  town  by  liberal  response  to  this  appeal.  Donations  of  any  amount  are 
acceptable.  Donations  of  $100  entitle  the  donor  to  life  membership;  those  of 
$500  or  over  to  name  a  fund.  Bequests  in  wills  should  read  “I  hereby  give  and 
bequeath  to  the  Dorchester  Relief  Society.” 

The  thanks  of  the  Society  are  due  Judge  Joseph  R.  Churchill  for  his  services 
as  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Incorporation  in  drafting  the  By-Laws  and 
preparing  the  papers  for  incorporation.

It  is  fully  twenty-five  years  since  a  few  men  and  women  of 
Dorchester  met  at  the  house  of  one  of  their  number  and  organized  a 
branch  of  the  larger  organization  of  the  Associated  Charities  of  Boston. 

A  number  of  these  are  still  active  workers  and  tireless  visitors. 
We  trust  that  some  reports  of  a  few  of  the  first  families  in  their  charge 
may  be  interesting  at  this  time.  One  of  the  very  first  cases,  was 
that  of  a  young  married  woman  whose  husband  was  in  the  Cullis 
Consumptives’  Home.  When  first  visited,  she  had  two  children,  one 
very  ill  with  scarlet  fever.  This  child  died  and  the  husband  died  soon 
after.  The  young  woman  tried,  in  various  ways,  to  support  herself 
and  finally  became  stage-dresser  for  a  well-known  actress.  Tempta¬ 
tions  were  many.  The  visitor  had  great  difficulty  in  keeping  in  touch 
with  her.  After  a  time,  the  woman  left  Boston  and  was  lost  sight  of 
for  a  time. 

After  some  months,  by  great  effort  on  the  visitor’s  part,  her 
whereabouts  became  known  and  she  was  rescued,  in  the  true  sense  of 
the  word.  Through  persistent  effort  and  great  kindness  and  firmness 
on  the  visitor’s  part,  the  woman  became  more  reliable  and  married  a 
well-to-do  man,  and  has  brought  up  her  child  with  two  of  his  to  be 
young  men  and  women  for  any  parents  to  be  proud  of.  The  visitor  of 
nearly  twenty-five  years  is  a  very  dear  and  respected  friend  of  all  the 
family  and  is  often  consulted  as  to  the  professions  of  the  young 
people,  and  other  important  family  matters. 

Another  family  consisting  of  man  and  wife  with  seven  boys,  the 
oldest  thirteen  years  and  the  youngest  one  year  old,  were  found  by 
the  visitor  in  great  poverty  sixteen  years  ago.  Careless  lending  of 
money  laid  aside,  with  sudden  and  unexpected  loss  of  employment, 
had  brought  them  to  need  assistance. 

After  several  months  the  man  found  work  as  horse-car  conductor 
and  the  visitor  found  work  for  the  oldest  boy.  This  boy  did  so  well, 
that  after  two  years,  his  employer  asked  the  visitor  to  send  him 
another  from  the  same  family  as  that  one  deserved  a  better  place. 
As  the  boys  grew  up  places  were  found  for  them  and  a  very  short 
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time  ago  the  one  who  was  the  baby  when  first  visited,  has  entered  the 
office  of  a  near  friend  of  the  visitor.  Several  of  the  family  as  they 
grew  up,  have  assisted  the  visitor  evenings  in  a  boys’  club.  The 
friendship  has  continued  unabated  for  over  sixteen  years. 

A  miserable  American  family  consisting  of  father,  mother  and 
several  small  children,  was  put  in  charge  of  two  good  visitors.  There 
was  great  effort  made  to  keep  the  family  together  in  decency;  but 
both  parents  drank  so  badly  that  it  was  thought  best  to  put  the  older 
children  away  and  they  were  taken  to  Liversidge.  The  parents 
moved  to  another  part  of  the  city  and  the  case  was  a  very  discouraging 
one.  The  older  boys  have  now  become  useful  men,  with  good  trades, 
and  have  bought  a  farm  and  moved  the  parents  to  it,  away  from 
temptation,  and  at  last  accounts  were  doing  well. 

A  fourth  case  was  that  of  a  drinking  man  with  wife  and  five 
children.  The  man  was  in  consumption,  and  his  last  days  were  made 
as  comfortable  as  possible  by  the  visitor,  who  also  promised  to  look 
after  the  oldest  boy.  This  boy  was  put  on  a  farm  and  after  some 
years  he  learned  the  tailors’  trade  and  is  now  a  man  of  thirty  years 
doing  well  at  his  trade.  These  families  are  all  at  the  present  time  in 
friendly  relations  with  their  visitors,  after  periods  of  from  fifteen  to 
twenty-five  years.
